The Obituary 


Adrienne Gail Knox was born on April 11, 1965, to Charles and Mary 
Knox, in Newark, New Jersey.

During the latter 
activity she exhibited extreme confidence in her ability to score, and never 
saw a shot the she did not believe she could not make. While attending 
Union Catholic Regional High School in Scotch Plains, New Jersey, she 
participated in drama activity and sang with the High School Choral 
Group. She graduated from Union Catholic Regional High School in 1983 
with honors. 


After considering the many recruitment brochures received, she decided 
to attend Penn State University with her good friend Susan Daniels. They 
were roommates and close friends during the four years, and Adrienne 
graduated with a BS in Journalism in 1987. 


Adrienne worked for the Star Ledger as a journalist for eleven years. She 
covered sports, higher education, and general assignments. In 1998, she 
resigned her position to further her educational objectives. She received 
her Masters in C ions from Rutgers University, New Brunswick 
in 2002. 


At the time of her demise, Adrienne was a professor at Essex County 
Community College. She was a devout Christian who loved the Lord, her 
family, and gave generously of her time and resources to help others. She 
has touched many lives in positive and constructive ways, during her 
sojourn here on earth. 


Adrienne was an avid Yankee fan, a respected Journalist, a very gifted 
and talented individual, and a warm, kind, and loving human being. 


She is survived by her mother Mary, and father Charles (former Police 
Director for the City of Newark), and two sisters Lisa Brown and 
Stephanie Knox. She will be missed by her nieces: Ashley and 
Alexandria; nephew: Joshua Greene; aunts: Shirley King, Barbara Kearse, 
and Charlotte Coleman; uncles: George Whitmire, Anthony Abdullah, 
Jerome Alexander, and a host of cousins and friends.
